A Report at Midnight.

Canada’s duty to help win the 
war is no less a real duty and a 
iserious duty because the part we 
ure called upon to play is small in 
comparison to the parts played by 
larger nations and by nations 
nearer the scene of strife. But 
' Canada is, fortunately, so situated 
ithat the war has vot torn up all 
the normal conditions of existence, 
and does not forbid reasonable at- 
tention to matters of public im- 
| nortanee aside from the carrying 
lon of our military effort. In Eng- 
land and France there is, necessar- 
lily, only one question open for 
leonsideration. Every energy of 
Government and public must be 
bent to the task of driving back 
the enemy. All other matters, how- 
ever important, have to be left in 
abeyance. There is no opportunity 
there for dealing with domestic 
problems, or for considering mat- 
|ters of national policy or adminis- 
| tration save in relation to the war. 
| England and France may be well- 
| governed or ill-governed in every- 
thing that pertains to erdinary af- 
fairs; whichever be the case there 
is no time to attend to anything 
‘but the conduct of the war. Be- 
leause of its situation, Canada 
stands in a far different position. 
We are not called vpon to bear the

The limitations of what 
lwe can do to help are also the 
limitations of the share of war re- 
sponsibility our Government has to 
bear. Within those limitations the 
duty of Canada and its Govern. 
ment is as imperative as the duty 
of any other eountry or Govern- 
ment, but with them our duty 
leeases. Our Government is not, 
therefore, and cannot be, so ex- 
clusively oceupied in pushing the 
war as the Governments of Eng- 
land and France, nor are the peo- 
ple of Canada denied the privilege 
of giving'attention, within reason, 
to other matters of national im- 
portance. The war is the para- 
mount question here as there, but 
it is not the all-exelusive question 
here that it is there, Because the 
Government of Great Britain and 
jthe Government of France are ex- 
cused from dealing with any ques- 
jtion other than the war is no basis 
for the claim that Canada’s Gov- 
ernment should be immune from 
criticism for mishandling or ignor- 
ing other questions here, Canada 
ig contributing to the war, but 
our ministers are not running the 
war. The presumptuous pretense 
that they are running the war, and 
therefore should not be held ae- 
countable for mis-governing the 
country, is played out. They have 
ample time and opportunity both 
t. direct our war effort and to 
carry on ordinary business of goy- 
crnment, and should be held ae- 
countable for failing in the one di- 
rection as in the other. The war is 
no excuse for mis-government in 
Cenada.

“For every brick which falls 
from peaceful German tf “s 
whole buildings will be over- 


thrown in Paris. 
66 Zeppelins Destroyed. 

Summing up the extent of the disas- 
ter to the German air fleet, the 
French report says that Germany al- 
together has constructed probably 100 
Zeppelins, of which 16 were destroyed 
re the war The losses officially 
rted by the allies was six in 1914 
1915, 25 for 1916, and three for 


1917. 
Thus the minimum of 66 Zeppelins 


have been destroyed, to which must 
be added a half dozen more lost by ac- 
cid@nt and in experimental trials. De- 
ducting machines loaned to Bulgaria 
Germany now has on the western 
front only 25 super-Zeppelins. 

The great air fleet concentrated 
against England in Belgium and Nor- 
thern Germany has never amounted 
to more than 16 Zeppelins 


DESTROYER AND 
CRUISER SUNK 


‘‘Orama’’ Had No Casualty List 
and 23 of All Ranks Saved 
From Warship 


London, Oct, 23—-The British 
merchant cruiser Orama has been 
torpedoed and sunk, it is an- 
nounced officialy.. A British ¢ 
stroyer has been sunk in collision, 

Two officers and = twenty-one 
men were saved from the destroy- 


er.. No lives were lost on the 
Orama, 
The Omara, 12,927 tons gross, and 


551 feet long, was bulit in Glasgow in 
1911 Before being taken over by the 
british admiralty she was operated by 
the Orient Steam Navigation company 
ot Glasgow. She was with one of the 
small British squadrons: which in 
March of 1915, off the Chilean Island 
of Juan Fernandez, sank the German
